Sir George Hosts Seminar

Student delegations from the 
world over will be convening in 
Montreal from November 1 to 
November 4 io discuss the va- 
rious aspects and causes of war. 
In Sir George William Universi- 
ty's Third Annual Seminar on 
International Affairs 

At a special press dinner, last 
Monday night, Donald McLaughlin, 
information officer for Sir 
George's Student Society, said that 
forty-one delegations from seven- 
teen universities arc definitely 
coming and that about twenty-five 
other delegations have been in- 
vited but, to date, have not an- 
swered the invitation. ■ 

McLaughlin went on to say that 
stiidcnt delegations from the So- 
viet Union, United States, Czechos- 
lovakia, Yugoslavia, Mexico, and 
Canada are among those who have 
already confirmed their invitation. 
SPEAKERS 
- Included in the .guest speakers 
adressing the Seminar will be Dr. 
A. . Scblesingcr, Assistant to the 
President of the United States, Dr. 
G. B. Chisholm, former Director of 
the World Health Organization, 
and Dr. IL E. Amedeo, Chairman 
of the Press Committee of the 
Uidted Nations Orgaidzation. - 

Dr. .Norman Alcodc. -a McGill 
graduate and intemationally rC' 
nowcd lecturer on world co-exist- 
ence, will participate in lome of 



the panel discussions to be held 
during the convention. Several 
other distiafiidBhed htistorians and 
economists wUl also' be present to 
giVb their views on the topic' 

OBJECTIVE 

In B speech given • during the 
dinner, Peter McCanne, President 
of the Sir George Williams Eve- 
ning Students' Association, said 
that the object of the Seminar was 
lo "coUecUvdy investigate and 
discuss, in an academic atmos- 
phere, the sociological and politic- 
al aspects of war". McCanne went 
on to say that, "speaking from the 
point of scope and quality, I think 
that this is one of the most im- 
portant co|iferences of its kind to 
have 7et taken place." 

According to McCanne, the topic 
of the discussion will be broken 
down into four categories: econ- 
omic, sociological, psychological, 
and political causes of war. Each 
of the delegations, composed of 
both graduate and undergraduate 
students, will submit an essay on 
one ot these categories. The pre 
sent plan calls for the publishing 
of Uieso papers, as well as the 
adresses of the speakers.

A Few Considerations 

IN A RECENT ISSUE of the Daily a report was presented to 
the student body concerning the unveiling of lha Montreal 
Students' Presidents' Council. Our reporter was not for 
wrong in describing the scene In terms of Council tpembers 
meeting to "sip cocktails and discuss mutual projects". 
Unfortunately many student leaders have a curious 'pro- 
pensity to committee and conference. Surveying the scene of 
unified student activity, there seems to be a remarkable 
number of organizations as compared to the remarkably 
little amount of campus benefit. Before Ihis board acclaims 
the MSPC as a new light on the student horizon, we should 
seriously examine the feoslblify of the four proposed aims 
and the probability of a reasonable degree of success. 

As announced at last Week's rendez-vous, the first goal 
of the MSPC is "to develop among the students of Montreal's 
tnstituliont of higher learning, an increased awareness of 
and interest in each other's activities". Looking at the situation 
realistically, we are reminded of the continual charges of 
apathy directed at McGill students by their leaders from 
every category of club and society. 

We would be arguing optimistically if we contended 
that even 50 per cent of this campus was aware — passively 
aware, at that - of the extent of activities going on at 
McGill. As far as interest is concerned, we hove only to look 
at the . call from the McGill Winter Carnival for committee 
enrollment, or at the relatively small active membership of 
any society on campus to realize that interest is not one of 
this campus' virtues. Keeping these details In mind, McGill 
clubs and societies would be coinmitting suicide If they 
advocated the sharing or possible transference of interest 
to activities of another university. 

The second aim of the MSPC is "to foster grealer'under- 
stonding between French-speaking and English-speaking 
University and College students of the Montreal area". 
Ideolisticolly, this is a very fine sentiment, but in practical 
terms, exactly what does it mean. If the MSPC proposes to 
promote closer relationships on an individual basis, we 
would urge them to consult WUSC officials on the success of 
their attempts to Introduce, foreign students to local colle- 
gians.' 

If we ore to interpret the statement as on attempt to 
harmonize cultural and political differences in the interests 
of toleration we would like to refer the MSCP to the public 
relations officer of any creditable fraternity or to the Blood 
Drive committee in their attempts to orientate many seg- 
ments of this campus concerning the basic truth of . their 
demands. . - 

The third clause stales that the MSCP is "to serve as an 
organization of cborciinoition for joint activities". There are a 
few inter-universily activities going on at the present time. 
Having attended three sessions of the McGill Conference on 
World Affairs, we cannot honestly lay that past student 
participation in this type of event warrants using It as a 
vehicle for increased joint activity: If the Council intends to 
act along the line of sports, we would suggest investigation 
into the need for such committees as the recently-introduced 
Red and White which is intended primarily to promote 
interest in inter-collegiote games." 

If the MSCP has in mind something in the nature of a 
dance, we would like to remind the representative from 
McGill of the decreasing participation in such affaire as 
the Plumbers' Ball, the football dances, the Convocation 
Boll. Taking the situation on our cdmpus Into consideration, 
^® ?r* !f"c''"«d ♦«> doubt thé continuance of active interest 
In inter-unlveriiity events, once the novelty of Inter-campus 
membership has worn off. 

As for the fourth aim, "to present a, united student voice 
on matters of common concern, whether the matter be 
educational, moral or cultural", we would hope that such 
ore the Interests of VFCUS which, we have been given to 
understand, operates on the strenght of its regional activity. 
However, If the six presidents feel that yet another council 
^X*: i'*®''^*' *° 'nswe the reality of regional activity, ours is 
not to argue. , 

The greatest objection to many student councils is their 
eventual evolution to participation of the elite. In this 
particular case, although we question the probability of 
student participation and therefore the success of the pro- 
posed aims, we still believe that there I» some merit In the 
Initiation of such a committee; and that is the fulfillment of 
a need for public relations between the universities at the 
executive level. 

We would advise the members of MSCP to consider 
closely the probabilities and possibilities of the Council. 



Lilly- White Thumbs Down

". . . nowhere Is the block man so well treated as he 'It in South Africa 1" This, at least, 
was the view presented last week by Foreign Minister Eric Louw of apartheid South Africa, 
before the General Assembly of the United Nation». The response of the majority of the remain- 
ing U.N. delegates lo this happy piece of information was a prompt 67 to 1 vote of censure 
condemning Mr, Louw and his racist cohorts for having insulted the collective intelligence of 
his distinguished audience. ' . ■ 



Hcgrctably, Canada, in sucli 
fine fcatliered company as de- 
mocracy loving Spain and Portu- 
gal, saw fit to exclude herself 
from llie collective intelligence 
by refusing to either participate 
in the debate on the motion of 
censure or in the actual vote it- 
self. 

This spineless lapse of politic- 
al, moral and legal responsibility 
on the part of the^Canadian gov- 
' crnment is Ineonisistcnt with this 
nation's international obligations 
under the U.N. Charter, to which 
Canada is a signatory, as well as 
a violation of its owii stated 
principles of behaviour under 
domestic rule. 

The Preamble of tiie U.N. 
Cliarter speaks of member na- 
tions reaffirming : " . . , faith in 
fundamental human rights, in 
the dignity and worth of the 
human person...", while the 
very first Article of the Charter 
enumerates as one of the pur- 
poses of the U.N. : ""To achieve 
international cooperation ... in 
promoting and. encouraging res- 



pect for human rights and fun- 
damental freedom for all..." 

It is admittedly true that the 
question of what, if any, legal 
obligation,, these and other pro- 
visions of the Charter, place on 
individual members of the Uni- 
ted Nations to promote human 
rights in their own territories, 
has not been answered — it is, 
nevertheless, a fact that U.N. 
activities embrace attempts in 
the the General Assembly to' 
deal with violations of human 
rights in particular countries 
such as South Africa, as well as 
Bulgaria, Hungary and Ruma- 
nia... and with the failure of 
the Soviet Union and its puppets 
to repatriate, or otherwise ac-" 
count for prisoners of war. 

In 1048, the United Nations, 
without a single dissenting voice 
from among the then fifty-eight 
nation representatives, adopted 
a statement containing the high- 
est human aspirations. This sta- 
tement is known as The Univer- 
sal Declaration of Human Rights, 
and under it, Canada has pledg- 
ed herself ". . . to promote social

progress and better standards of 
life in larger freedom." Nowhere 
docs the Declaration specify that 
these responsibilities must only 
be exercised for the benefit of 
Canadians. On the contrary, Ca- 
nada must strive "...by teach- 
ing and education to promote 
respect for these rights and free- 
doms and by progressive meas- 
ures, national and international, 
to secure their universal and ef- 
fective recognition ..." 

The Canadian Bill pf^ Rights^ 
which was influenced.iii its for- 
mation by the U.N. Declaration, 
clearly affirms the Canadian be- 
lief that, "...men and institu- 
tions remain free only when 

' freedom is founded upon respect 
for moral and spiritual values 
and the rule of law." The gov- 
ernment of South Africa, even 
in the defiant face of its own 
Supreme Court, ignores the rule 
of law when dealing with non- 
whites; it devotes an equal 
amount of attention to the moral 
and spiritual values of their 
black skinrfed vassals. 

Canadian initiative al the last 
Commonwealth Conference, in 
drawing world attention to the 
imbecile racial policies of South 
Africa, was an action which 
earned the praise of niany of the 
newly born African nations, and 
one which" offered considerable 
encouragement to those indivi- 
duals still squirming under liily- 
white thumbs. Canada must not 
now allow herself to set the pace 
by conservative progression— 
her obligations are clear, her 
deeds and Intentions must be 

^slihilarly positive.'

An Architect On Architecture " 

Part 1: McGill's Past 

THE PROBLEM facing architects on the McGill campus today is 
a very difficult one to solve. It is the problem of cither cons- 
tructing something new within the close range of one or more 
other buildings, or adding to an existing building. The problem is 
a complex one because most buildings on campus were built 
prior to 1929 and have a unique and traditional character to them. 
In order to add tO 'any;.ot these buildings and achieve a measure 
of visual coherence, it is necessary to consider the form and nature 
of the existing building. This is a difficult task and only a very 
sincere architect of outstanding ability, willing- to subordinate his 
own prejudices in the interest of public good, can achieve this 
goal. 

The problem is made more difficult by the fact that any 
building on campus must be expected to last nearly one hundred 
years, through generations of students. Hence the necessity not 
only of good construction but also of versatility and expansion 
within each building. The magnitude and importance of the 
problem and the urgency in finding a solution is evident if we 
consider the accelerated building programme which must take 
place in the near future to cope with large increases In student 
enrolment. In fact, projects envisaged at McGill Include renova- 
tions and/or extensions to almost every major building on campus. 

The economic depression of the late 20's has had its effect 
on architecture on campus and this effect is still in evidence even 
in some of our very recent additions. The depression brought a 
change of attitude towards architecture — .an abandonment of the 
romance of historical styles which had resulted in buildings of 
character and charm, such as Rcdpath Hall, the Physics Building, 
the Students' Union, and the Presbyterian College. The buildings 
which followed took on a utilitarian aspect. They were devoid of 
ornament and supposedly of preconceived form. Two circumstances 
forced McGill to continue on this path of economy architecture; a 
real shortage of money, and a new concept of modern architecture 
in Europe and America, based on the sufficiency of pure func- 
tional form. One of the first of these buildings was the Sir Arthur 
Currie Memorial Gymnasium. Others belonging to the same general 
category arc the Cyclotron Building, the Eaton Electronics Labo- 
ratory and the Donner Medical Building. A unity throughout all 
elevations might at least have been expected; however, even this 
aspect of architecture was usually disregarded.' 

The problem of expanding existing buildings to cope with 
increased enrolment has occurred many times in the past. In 1930, 
Royal Victoria College was given a new cast wing and alterations 
were made to include numerous other facilities. Here the archi- 
tect, Percy Nobbs, was able to achieve a graceful transition from 
old to new by considering the design of the original complex. 
Since the last war the need for expanding existing facilities has 
become acute. The 1053 extension to the library is a building with 
a clever plan, offering such worthwhile features as a terrace and 
large window areas. In appearance, however, it is disturbing 
because of the manner in which it virtually swamps the old Red- 
path Library. At the same time there are certain features of the 
exterior which arc not exclusively functional, such as the deli- 
neation of the lower floor in order to add scale and separate the 
mass of the upper floors. On the other hand, a much earlier 
extension to the library — the stack area on McTavish Street — 
has been so well designed with respect to the original composition 
that one feels the addition has always been a part of it. Note the 
sensitivity with which the stone masonrj* has been handled and the 
continuation of the rhythm and proportion evident in the original 
scheme. The Physical Sciences Centre, completed in 1051, is 
perhaps the only post-war building of any architectural merit and 
therefore points out that economy architecture does not neces- 
sarily mean bad architecture. Located between the Chemistry and 
Physics buildings it at least shows some respect towards its 
adjoining neighbours by having a deep set-back on the side which 
faces on campus. The University Street elevation of the PSCA, fur- 
thermore, has a feeling of structure and shows a sense of pro- 
portion and rhythm which Is lacking in the McConnell Engineering 
Building alongside it — most recent addition — completed in 1959. 
Taken together along University Street, these two buildings form a 
cold, bleak wall. By now the tendency to Include something more 
than purely utilitarian architecture is apparent and in the Mc- 
Connell Building it takes the form of nonsensical sculptural 
decoration stiick onto a veneer facade high above eye level; "nie 
impersonality and lack of scale of the exterior elevations are 
reflected in the interior spaces which are characterless; covered 
for the most part with plaster, acoustical tile ceilings, and- neat 
rows of fluorescent lights. 

To summarize therefore, the following becomes evident on' 
looking at architecture on campus. Most buildings constructed 
prior to 1929 had both character and charm and in the few ins- 
tances where extensions were built a consideration was given to 
the appearance of the original composition. The early buildings 
had a sense of human scale to them and a proper settliig which 
also showed a consideration of the spaces between buildings. They 
were constructed of similar stone facing and numerous trees 
planted around them. Through careful planning, therefore, a real
